neither tire in my way, nor $o out of it. After 
$| he had been a good while upon the Scaffold, 
— turning to the rai}, he. ſpeaks to the people 
as followeth. -Coriſtian Gentlemen and People, Your buſt- 
neſs hither to day, is to feea fad ſpeftacle, a manto be m a mo- 
ment unman'd, and cut off in the prime of his years, taken from 
further opportunities of doing good either to himſelf, his friends, 
the Commonwealth, or eſpectally-tctoG OD, It ſeldom happens bur 
upon verygood cauſe. And though truly, if. my genera! known 
courſe of life were but inquired into; I may modeltly ſay, there is 
ſuch a moral honeſty upon it, as ſome may be ſo ſawcy as to expo- 
ſtulate why this great judgement 1s fall'n upon me ; but know I 
am able to give them and my ſelf an anſwer, and out of this breaſt 
ro give a better accompt of my Judgement and-Execution then my 
2udgers themſelves or you areable to give; It is Gods wrath upon 
me for ſins long unrepented ,. of many judgements withltood and 
mercies ſighted ; therefore God hath whipped me by his ſevere
